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EASTER CELEBRATED CITY GOVERNMENT RE-ORGANIZED TO oust sports 

Appropriate Services at the Trustees Hold Annual Meeting —New Officers Sworn In — Monrovia Women Take it Upon 
Churches Expressive of the J. J. Graham Elected to Vacant Themselves to Rid That City 

Season’s Gladness. Position. of “Undesirables.” 


Easter Sunday has passed, tmt the 
sweet memories of the day will linger 
for some time in the hearts of the peo¬ 
ple of the Church of the Ascension. 
The decorations were particularly pleas¬ 
ing, consisting of quantities of white 
flowers and olive branches. 

The day began with the early morn¬ 
ing communion services. At eleven 
o'clock, at which hour the principal 
service of the church opened, there 
was a large congregation present. The 
service opened with a very appropriate 
voluntary, played by Mrs. Stevenson, 
followed by that inspiring hymn begin¬ 
ning with a three fold alleluia. 

The rector preached from the text, 
St. Mark 16:6, “He is not here, for He is 
risen as He said. Come see the place 
where the Lord lay.” The communion 
was celebrated also at this service, and 
a large number remained to receive the 
sacrament of Christ’s body and blood. 

The offering at the morning service 
was the largest by several hundred dol¬ 
lars that was ever taken in the church. 
It was a great surprise and pleasure to 
the parish as there had been no great 
emphasis laid upon this subject. For 
that reason it is all the more appre¬ 
ciated. 

On Easter Sunday two adults were 
baptized one at an early service and 
one at four o’clock, immediately after 
the children’s! festival. 

The children’s service, held at four 
o'clock, was full of interest and joy for 
the older ones as well as for the chil¬ 
dren. They sang their beautiful Easter 
carols, and afterwardsThe rector spoke 
to them about the meaning of Easter. 

Each child, at the conclusion of the 
service, received a large chocolate egg 
and an Easter card, and books as a re¬ 
ward of merit, were given to Mignone 
Hamilton, Katherine Howard, Denwood 
Newberry, and Robert Burke, for at¬ 
tendance during the year. 

At this service the children presented 
their mite boxes, the contents of which 
they had been accumulating during the 
Lenten season. 

AT THE CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 

Beautiful and inspiring services were 
held at the First Congregational church 
Easter Sunday. White flowers mingled 
with the green of ferns and palms to 
make the interior a scene of beauty. 
The pastor preach a helpful and uplift¬ 
ing sermon on “The Resurrection Mes¬ 
sage.” Special music by the choir and 
a solo by Mr. Bechtelheimer were in 
keeping with the spirit of the day. 

The formal opening of the new Sun¬ 
day school rooms was an event of more 
than ordinary importance in the history 
of the church, marking as it did, the 
growth of the Sunday school and other 
activities of the church far beyond the 
capacity of the original church. 

In the afternoon the children of the 
primary department furnished the 
music for the vesper service, and in the 
evening the Christian Endeavor society 
had charge of the meeting. All the 
services were well attended and proved 
of unusual interest and helpfulness. 


Monday evening the old city gov¬ 
ernment met to close up the year’s 
business. After hearing the reports of 
the auditor, clerk and treasurer, the 
old trustees handed over the reins of 
government to themselves, so to speak, 
and again took up the white man’s 
burden. 

The meeting of the old board was 
called to order by Chairman Jones and 
the final review of the year’s busi¬ 
ness was taken in the form of reports 
of the various city officials. These re¬ 
ports, together with the report of Au¬ 
ditor Madden, who had been chosen to 
examine the accounts of the clerk and 
treasurer, will be found in another 
column of this paper. They show the 
total receipts for the year to have been 
S5.218.79 and disbursements $4,715.33, 
a cash balance of hand of $503.4(1. 

One feature of the auditor’s report 
that is of special interest is the de- 
’inquent tax statement. But $275.53 
delinquent taxes are still due, which 
is a remarkably small percentage for 
the first year of taxation for city pur¬ 
poses. 

The last business attended to by the 
old board was to listen to the reading 
of a protest by J. B. McNally against 
the improvement of Mountain Trail 
avenue, alleging his property would 
be damaged. Notice of intention to 
sue the city, failed to impress the 
city fathers, who filed the protest for 
future reference. The board then ad¬ 
journed sine die. 

After Clerk J. .T. Graham had ad¬ 
ministered the oath of office to his 
successor, Mr. .1. A. Madden, the lat¬ 
ter administered the obligation to thf 
old-new trustees w'ho succeeded them 
selves in office, as well as the othei 
officers. 

The first act of the new board was 
to elect Clerk Madden secretary. On 
motion of Mr, Hosmer, Mr. Jones was 
re-elected chairman of the board to 
succeed himself. 

The resignation of Mr. E. W. Camp 
from the board of trustees was read 
and accepted. On motion of Mr. Hos¬ 
mer. Mr. J. J. Graham was elected to 
fill the vacancy. 

Mayor Jones then announced that 
the committees would stand as before. 
Mr. Graham taking the place of Mr. 
Camp on the various committees. Mr. 
Hosmer was made chairman of the 
committee on streets and sewers, 
which is the committee of the whole. 
The list of committees is as follows, 
the chairman’s name being given first: 

Ordinances—Graham, Krafft, Hos¬ 
mer. 

Finance—Krafft, Graham, Pegler. 

Police and Police Regulation—Hos¬ 
mer, Pegler, Krafft. 

Streets tfnd Sewers—Hosmer, Jones, 
Graham, Krafft, Pegler. 

Water Supply and Regulation—Peg¬ 
ler, Graham. Hosmer. 

It was voted to retain Mr. Haas as 
city attorney at the old salary of $50 
monthly. 

The resignation of Mr. Hill as city 
recorder was read, but not accepted, 
as the trustees were not ready to elect 
his successor. It was thought best not 
to accept the resignation till the trus¬ 
tees were ready to make a selection, 
for fear Marshal Caley might arrest 
some one in the interim who could not 
be tried for lack of a recorder. 

The clerk was empowered to have

Monrovia and the better element at 
Arcadia are thoroughly sick of the class 
of “undesirable citizens" brought there 
by the Santa Anita race track. A long 
list of burglaries and minor offenses 
of various other kinds against the pub¬ 
lic order, culminating in the De Arman 
shooting affair, has served to crystal¬ 
lize public sentiment on the matter. 

The notion that the racing season 
brought with it a class of people who 
were good spenders served to blind 
some people to the real meaning of the 
situation. Maudlin sentiment in large 
quantities has been lavished by some 
of the papers on the unfortunate woman 
who was driven to kill the thief of her 
husband’s affections. But after that 
sort of slush had been exhausted and 
people began to sit up and take notice 
of the real situation, they found their 
homes in the midst of an extremely 
undesirable environment. The racing 
game never brought anything but 
misery and vice in its trail. 

So the women decreed that these 
things must stop. Now the only way 
to bring that to pass is to stop the 
racing at Santa Anita Park. And the 
onlv way to end the racing at Santa 
Anita is to end the racing game in 
California. These Monrovia women 
understand the situation they are 
facing. And they say the racing game 
must cease. And it’s doughnuts to 
doughnut holes the game will not last 
long in this state. For the women 
usually have their way. 

Having made up their minds what 
must be done, the matter was given 
form by the Monrovia Saturday After¬ 
noon club which started the campaign 
for the abolition of racing. The State 
Federation of Woman’s clubs has been 
requested to enlist all affiliated organi¬ 
zations in the effort to make the supres- 
sion of ths race track evil a prime issue 
at the November elections. Senatorial 
and assembly candidates will be asked 
to pledge their support in the next 
legislature to a bill similar to the one 
drafted by Governor Hughes of New 
York. It begins to look as if the palmy 
days of the Arcadia and Monrovia 
sports were numbered. Success to the 
women.

many Greek 
scholars who, scattered among the Ital¬ 
ian cities, sowed the seeds which grew 
up into the Renaissance. 

Wherever they settled men became 
interested in art and literature. The 
Greek language was studied, Greek 
dramas and lyrics read and re-read, the 
love of knowledge kindled, and art be¬ 
came a passion. 

The invention of the opera was a di¬ 
rect result of the attempt to revive the 
Greek drama. In the last decade of the 
sixteenth century, under the reign of 
the art loving family of Medici, a little 
knot of enthusiasts, some of them 
artists, all men of culture, used to meet 
in Florence to discuss art and litera¬ 
ture. They called their society the 
“Carnavata." Among these were Peri 
a professional musician, a singer and 
organist, who wrote the two operas, 
“Daphne” and “Eurydice” (introducing 
the recitative) the words being com¬ 
posed by Rinuccini; and Vicenzo 
Galilei who introduced solos into the 
opera by composing a number which he 
to his assembled comrades accompany¬ 
ing himself on the viola. The first 
opera “Daphne,” was performed at the 
wedding of Henry IV. of France with 
Marie of Medici, in the year 1600. The 
orchestra consisting of four instruments 
viz.: a harpsichord, a harp, a viol-de- 
gamba and a lute. 

There was no attempt at airs, and the 
recitative was merely a kind of meas¬ 
ured intonation. Montevedere, a Mil¬ 
anese musician, improved the recitative 
by giving it more flow and expression. 
He set the opera of “Ariadne" by 
Rinuccini, for the court of Mantua. 
The first regular serious opera was per¬ 
formed at Naples in 1615, entitled, “Love 
not bound by Law." 

In 1627 Elector John George I of 
Saxony, gave his daughter in marriage 
to the Landgrave of Hesse-Darmstadt. 
As the latter was a highly educated and 
cultivated man the Landgrave wished 
to offer him some entertainment worthy 
of his intellectual and refined tastes. 

So it occurred to him to give a per¬ 
formance of Peri’s first opera, “Daphne.” 
He ordered his court director of music, 
Schutz, to prepare it, giving it in the 
German language, designating Martin 
Opitz the poet, as the translator. His 
translation did not fit the music so 
Schutz himself set the German words to 
music, and composed the first opera in 
Germany, although it was to all intents 
and purposes an Italian opera, for 
Schutz was in full sympathy with the 
Italian ideas he had imbibed in Venice. 

The first stage for opera was erected 
at Venice in 1637. 

The opera was transplanted to France 
by Cardinal Mazarin in 1646, about the 
same time to Germany and later to 
England. 

In 1659 Robert Cambert, the most 
prominent composer in France at that 
time, produced a comic opera called 
“Pastorale.” It was a great success. 

The German composers however have 
raised the opera to its highest perfec¬ 
tion, the list including Handel, Gluck, 
Mozart, Beethoven, Weber, Flotow; 
and Wagner at the head of the list as 
the one who made the vocal part 
subordinate to the three elements of 
opera, text, instrumentation and scenic 
decoration. 


Wednesday’s rain put a temporary 
damper on the patriotic ardor of some 
people who planned to visit the fleet 
on that day, but it made the fruit 
growers and gardeners and their crops 
feel good. The total precipitation as 
reported by Mr. John G. Blumer was 
nearly one and one-half inches, 1.49 to 
be exact. This brings the total rainfall 
for the season very near to the average 
for Sierra Madre which is about 23 
inches. 

Dusty roads and dry orchards had 
aroused some fear that we were to have 
an unusually long dry season this year. 
But this rain puts the soil in good con¬ 
dition for this season of the year. And 
judging by past performance of the 
weather man, we can reasonably expect 
him to hand out a little moisture in 
May, which will also help some.

THE FIRST YEAR. 

Sierra Madre has just cause for be¬ 
ing proud of the record of her first 
year as an incorporated city. The 
showing made by the city officials in 
'heir annua! reports is most gratify¬ 
ing. Not only does the accounting de¬ 
partment of the city government show 
a balance on the right side of the 
ledger, but the itemized statements in¬ 
dicate good business management in 
the expenditure of the public funds. 
The means at the disposal of the trus¬ 
tees during the first year were some¬ 
what limited. But they have gone 
about their business without making 
a lot of noise about it, and every cent 
that hrts been spent can be satisfac¬ 
torily accounted for. 

A full synopsis of the year’s work 
cannot be given here. But anyone dis¬ 
posed to look into the matter will find 
that a good foundation has been laid 
for future years. A large amount of 
detail work has been accomplished in 
putting the various departments on a 
working basis, making the routine 
work of the future much simpler. It 
was a matter of the utmost import¬ 
ance that grades for streets and walks 
be established early and in satisfac¬ 
tory manner, This has been accom¬ 
plished, and in a manner that provides 
for future as well as present needs. 

Perhaps the strongest temptation 
faced by a new legislative body is the 
inclination to overdo the thing. The 
average new legislator feels the weight 
of responsibility on his shoulders so 
heavily that he thinks the only way 
to remove it is to renovate himself 
of a large number of new laws. And 
the dear people suffer the conse¬ 
quences. Sierra Madre’s first trustees 
have been considerate in this matter 
and their legislative enactments have 
been commendablv few. And better 
yet, those laws that have been put 

a 

into force are entirely sensible. The 
average code, whether municipal, state 
or national, is so hopelessly compli¬ 
cated and conflicting that the entire 
annual crop of all the law schools in 
the country cannot straighten them 
out. But if future officials in Sierra 
Madre follow the example of this first 
year such will not be the case here. 

Iif the matter of street improvement 
the trustees have followed the only 
course possible and consistent with 


the continued advancement of the city. 
In a few cases the burden has meant 
a temporary hardship. It is a very 
old law that the few suffer for the 
good of the many. But it is also prob¬ 
able that increased property values fol¬ 
lowing the street improvements will 
more than offset any temporary dis¬ 
advantage. 

On the whole the showing at the 
end of the first year is most gratifying. 
And it looks better ahead. 

MR. GRAHAM AS A TRUSTEE. 

The election of Mr. J. J. Graham to 
the vacancy on the board of trustees 
caused by the resignation of Mr. Camp 
meets with universal approval. It is 
difficult to see how the trustees in 
whose hands rested the task of filling 
the vacant place could have acted 
more wisely. Of Mr. Graham’s whole 
hearted interest in the welfare and ad¬ 
vancement of Sierra Madre there can 
be no doubt. His experience as city 
clerk during the first year of the city 
organization has given him an insight 
into the business of the city govern¬ 
ment which he could not have better 
acquired in any other position. His 
election to the board is an additional 
guarantee, if any were necessary, that 
the business of the city will be car¬ 
ried on as it should be, in a business¬ 
like manner. 

Sierra Madre is getting something 
like her just measure of attention as 
the natural starting point for the best 
mountain trips in Southern California. 
The repairing of the Mt. Wilson and 
Sturtevant trails has attracted the at¬ 
tention of the newspapers of all the 
cities, and mountain climbers may be 
expected in increasing numbers this 
summer. Sierra Madre might profit 
by the passing of this stream of pleas¬ 
ure seekers more than she does. Some 
of them are too intent on the climb 
ahead of them to notice the beauty of 
the little city at the foot of the trail. 
But occasionally a thoughtful traveler 
comes along and is impressed by what 
he sees so that he wants to come back 
and take a more careful look. Let 
them come. It all helps advertise. 

More than one person has been 
heard to express regret that Sunday’s 
fire did not wipe out the whole be¬ 
sotted and besotting layout down at 
Arcadia. It may oe a certain mark of 
distinction for a town to have one of 
the best equipped race tracks in the 
country. But a little consideration of 
the accompanying evils, especially 
when viewed in the light of the recent 
Monrovia tragedy, leads to the conclu¬ 
sion that it is a costly distinction. 

The hospitality of the people of the 
west coast as extended to the fleet, 
will serve to turn the attention of the 
powers that be to the need of this 
edge of the country for adequate naval 
protection. They will realize that any 
naval policy which does not include 
the retention of a 'large part of the 
fleet or its equivalent on these shores 
will be met with a howl that will be 
heard at Washington in no uncertain 
volume. 

The men whom I have seen succeed 
best in life have always been cheer¬ 
ful and hopeful men, who went about 
their business with a smile on their 
faces, and took the changes and 
chances of this mortal life like men, 
facing rough and smooth alike as it 
came.—Charles Kingsley. 


PRESENT OCEAN GREYHOUNDS 
SLOW. 

How the boats of the future are to 
be built on lines that will increase 
speed and economize on fuel is de¬ 
scribed in the Technical World for 
May by Paul Tyner. The visit of the 
big fleet and the water fetes in con¬ 
nection with it has stimulated the al¬ 
ways keen interest of the people of 
the west coast in all kinds of marine 
navigation, from launches to battle¬ 
ships. A launch that has set a new 
pace for small craft is described by 
Mr. Tyner, with photographs of the 
boat in operation and diagrams show¬ 
ing the peculiar construction. The 
launch is so built as to encounter the 
least possible resistance in passing 
through, or rather over, the water. Its 
principles of construction are applic¬ 
able to boats of any size, practically 
doubling the power efficiency. Its 
possibilities are well described by Mr. 
Tyner. Another article of intense in¬ 
terest is the description of an inven¬ 
tion of Hiram Percy Maxim which ren¬ 
ders the firing of a gun or revolver 
noiseless. The results which might 
follow the general use of such a 
weapon can only be imagined and the 
inventor is said to be appalled at the 
responsibility which he has placed 
upon himself. There are a number of 
other readable articles, including one 
entitled “The Romance of Transmis¬ 
sion,” dealing with astonishing feats 
of carrying electrical energy from the 
wilderness to civilization, where it is 
used. 


“With Girls Behind and Girls 
Ahead” is the story of the social side 
of the cruise of the fleet from the 
east to the west coast, told in the 
I adies* Home Journal for May. Any¬ 
thing touching on the life of the offi¬ 
cers and tars of the fleet is of para¬ 
mount interest to the west just now. 
and Mr. Zogbaum has handled well a 
phase of the journey for which the 
daily newspapers have had little time 
or space. The May number of the 
Journal is distinctively a girls’ num¬ 
ber, anyway, so the mission of the 
fleet as a source of entertainment of 
the young ladies of two continents is 
aptly stated. There are a lot of other 
things that will interest girls, includ¬ 
ing some good stories. And if the 
truth were known it would be found 
that anything that interests girls is of 
more than average interest to all the 
rest of the family. The cover design 
by Harrison Fisher is worthy of men¬ 
tion, also, portraying a summer girl’s 
face framed in a blue gingham sun- 
bonnet.

An ordinance of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra 
Madre amending Ordinance No. 
5 of ordinances of the City of 
Sierra Madre by adding a new 
section thereto to be known as 
Section XXX1-2. 

The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That Ordinance No. 5 
of Ordinances of said city of Sierra 
Madre be, and the same is, hereby 
amended by adding a new section 
thereto to be known as Section 31%, 
and which said section shall read as 
follows, to-wit: 

“Section 31%. For every person, 
firm, or corporation engaged in the 
“business of furnishing electric energy, 
or electricity for emolument or hire, 
in said city, the sum of $15.00 per 
quarter annum.” 

Section 2. The City Clerk shall cer¬ 
tify to the adoption of this ordinance 
and shall cause the same to be pub¬ 
lished once in the Sierra Madre News, 
a weekly newspaper published and cir¬ 
culated in said city of Sierra Madre, 
and hereby designated for that pur- 
l>ose, and thereupon and thereafter the 
same shall take effect and be in force.
